A warrant was issued th y after­ 
noon by Justice of the Peace Kent 
for the arrest of William Rubenstein, 
who lives east of thin city , on 
the 
charge of larceny . The arrest grows 
ont of a case which was investigated 
y esterday by Mr. Kent in hi« capacity 
as humane officer. 
Reports had reached the justice 
of an old horse being left to starve 
in a lot on West First street. During 
the afternoon Mr. Kent looked into 
the matter and found that the ani­ 
mal was Indeed nearly dead, and he 
ordered Peter McCoy to take it and 
dispose oi it, which wrig accordingly 
done. 
Had Arranged Trade. 
However, in his investigation the 
justi-e found that the hoise belong­ 
ed to F uhenstein, hut it. is said ’» e 
had arranged to trade ii to Joseph 
Ly ons of this city for a horse and 
wagon, provided the old animal suit­ 
ed Ly ons, But, 
according to 
Mr. 
Kent’s information, before the trade 
could he consummated, Ruben stein 
took Ly ons’ horse and wagon and 
left the old animal there. 
Conse­ 
quently the warrant. At 2 o’clock Ru- 
benstein had not been arrested and 
it is not known when ho will be giv­ 
en a preliminary hearing. 
Later—» Rubenstein 
was arrested 
Inter in the afternoon by Constable 
.Steel and was arraigned for prelim­ 
inary hearing. Under bonds of $25, 
which were signed by Isadore Etfch- 
ler, he was released until Saturday 
morning, when his case will tie taken 
up.

In addition to the troubles at Liege 
and Vervlers, where gendarmes fired 
on a crowd, killing or wounding over 
fifty i**rsons, among whom were two 
children, there wus 
le s s serious riot­ 
ing at Bruges, Tournal, Ghent. t/>u* 
vain, Antwerp and In this city . 
Sev eral Jesuit colleges 
and other 
Roman Catholic Institutes were 
at­ 
tacked by mobs and the windows of 
the buildings smashed. 
The

durmes charged tho rioters with broad­ 
swords. 
Ask Separation of Provinces. 
The favorite cries of the manifest- 
ants are those demanding the admin­ 
istrative separation of 
the 
Flemish 
and the Walloon provinces. 
Some of 
the newspapers report a growing w ntl- 
ment among the working classes In 
the Walloon districts of the southeast 
In favor of the annex ation of their 
provinces to France. 
The agitation is spreading through­ 
out the country , and 50,000 additional 
reservists will he called out. 
Clericals Lead In Chamber. 
The Socialist leaders declare that 
they made a mistake In entering Into 
a coalition with the liberals at the re­ 
cent election. 
Henceforth they will 
struggle separately . 
The new chamber of deputies will 
contain 101 Clericals, 44 Liberals, 39 
Socialists and two Democrats, or a 
Clerical majority of 10 over the op- 
position coalition.

Damage Estimated at $50, 000— fthlp 
Will Continue Speed Teete With 
Eight Compartments Filled 
With Water. 


Washington, J une 5.—Plunging onto 
ft rock at the entrance to Penobscot 
bay on Sunday tfee droadnnught Ar­ 
kansas, the newest end most power­ 
ful ship in the United States nav y , 
crushed in her port side for a distance 
of fifty feet and a width of eighteen 
feet. 
The outer steel 
shell, 
three- 
quarters of an Inch in thickness, cov ­ 
ering that area la 
practically 
de­ 
stroy ed. 
The Inner shell ii punc­ 
tured. 
D. W. Tay lor, assistant chief con­ 
structor of the nav y , who was sum­ 
moned before tho RrlMsh board of ad- 
mtralty to ex press his opinion aa to 
the cause of tho accident when the 
Oly mpic collided with 
the 
crulaer 
Hawke at Southampton, aald here: 
Vessel Practically Unelnkabfe. 
“ Had tho Arkansas been construct­ 
ed as the Titanic she would hav e gone 
fo the bottom from the hole torn In 
her side by the rock. Had the Titanic 
been constructed like the Arkansas 
her passengers would nev er hav e been 
In the smallest danger. 
We believ e 
the Arkansas and other ships of her 
ty pe to be practically unslnkable.” 
Constructor Tay lor pointed out that 
the Titanic had hut a single skin at a 
point corresponding to the 
one 
at 
which the rock penetrated the Arkan­ 
sas. 
The Arkansas has two skins at 
fhnt point. 
The Impact against the 
outer skin merely crumpled up the 
braces between the two skins without 
destroy ing tho Inner one. 
"Ev en had the Inner skin been de­ 
stroy ed In fen or ev en twelv e com­ 
part ment« ,‘* said the constructor, “ the 
Arkansas would » ell! be afloat and 
ready for lmttle.“ 
Able to Finish Trial Trips. 
The Arkansas, which has not y et 
accepted by 
the 
nav y , 
was 
speeding at J5 knots an 
hour on her 
way to the builders* trial trip when 
the accident occurred 
She Is of 26 ,- 
000 tons displacement, 
6 6 0 feet 
In 
length and 28 feet deep In 
the water. 
The rock penetrated her 
side at 
a 
point 26 0 feet from her port bow 
and 
26 feel below the water line. 
The 
outer plating caved in nine IncheB. 
Water wag admitted to eight water­ 
tight compartments. 
Tho damage 
Is 
estimated at $50,000 and will require 
a 
month to repair. 
Still the Injury 
to 
the light frig efficiency of the ship was 
so small that she was enabled to 
pro­ 
ceed on her standardization trial.
